THE CONSCIENCE OF DEAR-MUTES, 

Some philosophers have gone so, far.in 

preciating the value ‘of language” as to 

express tho opinion that there’ can’ bel no 
thought without words, Po |persons oap- 
able of speech, 
that language is a most valuable help to, 
and instrnnent® of, thought” Probably ‘to 
sueh persons thought; ‘especially’ “on' ab 
atract subjects, hardly ever » takes: place 
without. formulating. itself in. unspoken 
words. Something like this idea must haye 
been present to the mind of Mr? Widd, of 
the Mackay Institution, whén ‘he ‘wrote 
the artiele on Primitive Couscience, which 

Appeared some months ago, in), the. Il/us- 

are News. Mr. Widd in that paper 

said :— . _ 

“If conscience means internal ¥olf-khow- 
ledge, or judgment oftright».amd |wrouga 
mind so dark, #0 inert, and. wholly, .woin— 
structed as that ef tho uneducated. con- 
genital donf-mute, could not reasonably be 
expected 'to"possése anything likeit.’ ~* 

To sbisyMr,.G. W. Butt, who! is himself 
a deaf-mute, bas replied in: a. well-written 
letter addressed to the same paper on the 
17th of Odtober last. We can. hardly bo 
surprised at the deaf-niutes ealling “ona 
champion to defend ‘their case ; for! Mr. 
Widd; in the excess.of his no doubt. well- 
moant zeal, bas used language which may 
easily be taken ap derozatory to this class 
of our afflicted fellowmen, though “it ‘can’ 
hardly have been so intonded-. It was,per- 
haps, a pity that either logio or warmth of 
argument should hare ledto such statement 
as this :— 

“The intellectual condition of the eon- 
genital deaf-mute;before instraction,is little 
above that)of the more intelligent brutes, 
and lower than that of the most unlighten- 
od savages.” 

And again :— 

“There ate hundreds of deaf-mutes in the 
Provinee of Quebec totally uninstructed— 
irresponsible beings—which means a danger 
to society and reproach to our boasted civil- 
ization.” 

"The opinion is distinctly contradicted by 
Mr. Butt, though we fancy that the exam- 
pes he gives may be held to prove his case 
only when the word “instruction receives 
# particular and narrow interpretation, We 
quote one passage: 4 

Deaf-mutes have memories, and they 
know what their condition was previous to 
an education. It is curious and interesting 
to know what Massion, who as Kitto says 
in his ‘Lost Senses," was, beyond all deaf 
mutes possessed of the power of expressing 
hiso.wn condition (and who was also an 
ablo instructer of deat-mutes iv after years) 
says about bis childhood:--He observed 
and remembered things he saw around 
him, and, being curious to know how they 
eame into ereation, would hide hinisolf in 
the dykes to seo thom spring’ up ‘through 
the earth, and so watch the heavens «des- 
cond upon the earth for the growth of 

ings. His father made him pray morno- 

ing and evening, by joining hands and 
moving his lips, whieh is an imitation of 
those who speak whon praying to\God, He 
adored the heavens, and not God,for he did 
not see, God, but be saw the heayens. 
While on bis knees lie theught abdul *the 
hoavens, and addressed it with's ‘view® to 
descend atnight upon the earthy jm order 
that the plants he had planted might, grow 
and the sick might;be restored to health. 
He felt Joy wlion ho found the plants and 
fruit grow, and griet when they were ivjar- 
ed by bail orother things, and« when) his 
parents remained sick, On, ene occasion, 
during his mother’s illness, be used, to KO 
out every evening to prey toa peculiar 
star that he had selected for its beauty for 
her restoration, but, finding ‘thay she got 
worse, he was onraged and pelted stonesat 
the star. Ho could not get at ito kill it, 
so he threw stones, for he imagined it was 
the cause of wil the disaster atid Would rot 
cure his parent. When heobserved people 
looking atioach other and «moving their 
lips, he thought they were expressing ideas, 
for he says, in proof of this, he recollected 
some person bad spoken of him to his 
father, who threatened to have bim punish- 
od, and also that he endeavored to express 
bis ideas in tho same way, but, being told 
he made objectionable noises, and his de- 
fect was in his cars, lie abandoned the 
attempt at that mode of ‘communication 
with bis fellow-beings} He acquired the 
knowledge of the alee of the gift of hear- 
ing in this wy using his ewn words: ‘A 
hearing female relative who lived at our 
house told mae that she saw with hér ears ® 
person whent she could not see with: hor 
eyea—a perton who was coming to my 
father."’ Of death he had the idea that it 
was the cessation of motion, of nation, 
hewing, of the softness of the flesh and 
of the skin. He formed these idoas through 
having seon # corpse. He thought there 
was sheavenly land, and. that the body 
was oternal ; of the immortality of the soul 
he had no inuate kuowlodge. ’

FIGURES WON'T LIE. 


We like to show the public some of “the 
benefits of the N. P.”’ and so avail our 
so'ves of the use of certain figures (which 
won't lie) that appeared in yesterday's is- 
sue. They are not numerous, but eloquent 
as Usual. : 

During the last six months of 1878 there 
Wore entered at this port, for consumption, 
goods valued at $188,178, for which duties 
to the amount of $19.715.67 were paid, 

Daring tho last six months of 1879 the 
goods entered for consumption here were 
valued at $102,718, for which $25,608.41 
duties were paid. 

Tn ether words, the merchants of Belle 
ville imported $85,465 lesw goods during 
the last six months of 1879 than for same 
period in 1878, but paid $8,891.74 more 
duties. At this rate, tor the same quantity 
of goods imported in 1878 they would have 
paid about $4,800 more duties. Do the 
consumers suppose that our merchants paid 
this extra charge without reeouping them- 
solves? ‘Tul that to the marines. 

How the N. P, “benefitted” our export 
trade during the same periods, is shown 
by the following figures : 

Exports from Belleville during last six 
months of 1878, $818,649, Daring eorres- 
ponding period of 1879, $625,680. Decrease,

The navigation seasen of 1879 stands 

charged with a larger number of lake dis- 
astors than last year, and with a total fully 
upto the average. Seventy-eight vousels 
passed out of existence, Includedin the 
number wero four side-wheoel steamers, five 
propellers, one steam barge, six tugs, three 
brigs, forty-two schooners, nine scows and 
eight barges, haying an aggregate tonnage 
of 18,681, and being valued at $816,675. 
Tho month of November was an unusually 
disastrous one, the casualities averaging 
nine a day for the entire month. The 
nyumbet of deaths was 83 in November and 
208 for the entire fsenson—an excess of 46 
over last year, Seventy-eight vessels were 
stricken from the list last Year, while only 
nineteen wore added to it, Tho cratts lost 
however, were all old and belonged to the 
small class of carriers, whilo the now ves- 
sels wore all large and valuable. The total 
tonnage of the defuuct ships was 18,581, 
valued at $316,076, while the capacity of 
the nineteen now yousols Was 19,918 tong 
valced at $701,50% It appears therefore, 
that the net loss last season was ‘but 4,618 
fous.

come. Undoubtedly there are men who 
would loek kindly upen some change in 
our state im one of the two directions mon- 
tioned, but they are mainly to be found io 
Quebec ; and I really think if an agitation 
for independence or annexation were to 
take deep root in that Previnee, it would 
lead to the disselution of the Confederation, 
‘there are too many with British blood in 
their viens in this Province for itto agree 
to annexation.

CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 


A writer in the Week'y Notes, a supple- 
ment tothe Penn Afonth/y, in his New 
Year's review of current ovonts, touches 
upon the present and prospective roftion 
between the United States and Canada.He 
sets out with the assertion that there is 
little prospect of tho rise of a vigorous 
nationality on their northern berdér, fo 
long as Canada retains her presont colonial 
position ; and says connection with Eng- 
land ‘means perpetual pupilage—means 
the closing of an independent historic ca- 


- yeor to Canadian statesmen.” Having 


made this confession ef interest in Oana- 
dian affairs, the writer continues : 

“Some of the Canadians aro evidently of 
the opinion that annexation is the great 
end of American policy. They are vastly 
mistaken. Should Canada ever knock at 
the doors of the Union, she will be wel- 
eomed in, But we are not urgent to have 
her come. ‘There are 80 many reasons on 
cither side that we are left in a susponso of 
judgment, which will only be terminated 
in fayor of annoxation by her own action 
in that direction. And certainly the Ameri- 
can people will not take the initiative to- 
eae annexation, either by force or poace- 
ably.j 

It is not the political but commercial re- 
ations of the two countries, the writer 
thinks, that call urgently for readjastment. 
Tt is here where he discovers the dangers 
ol a disagreement and collision, and says 
the time has come for a great change, We 
in Canada, are desirous that the change 
should take the shape of a restoration of 
the old Reciprocity Treaty,andhave framed 
the present tariff for that purpose. This 
was, undoubtedly, the idea entertained by 
Sir John and his colleagues when they in- 
troduced the National Policy, The Reform 
party then pointed out the exceeding folly 
of declaring a war of tariffs on such un- 
equals terms. A Government logislating 
for 40,000,000 of people has a decided ad- 
vantage in the framing of taviff laws over 
one with 4,000,000 subjects. Referring to 
the present Canadian tariff the writer in 
Weekly Not+s says : 

“Such a tariff cannot be meant as a fin- 
ality. It is merely a means to an end ; 
they mean to force us to grant Reciprocity, 
by shutting us out of their marketsJand by 
buying of I'ngland alone until we come to 
terms. For this reason they do not esti- 
mate the success of their procedure from 
its eflects in the dovolopmont of home in- 
dustries. They look to see its success in 
Washington, not in Canada. We think 
that if thoy will watch yery closely what 
is going on in Washington, they will reach 
the conclusion that there is Tittle to be 
hoped for im that quarter. Mr. Weod, of 
the House Committee ef Ways and Means, 
is a free trader, but he proposes to respond 
to the Canadian tariff, not by Reciprocity 
but by retaliation, Our markets, to may 
the least, are quite as important to Canada 
ashors are tous. Itis true that she sells 
us less, but true also that she sells us a far 
ae Proportion of her whole produc- 

It it evident that this writer is pleading 
for « eommercial Zollverein, somewhat on 
the basis of the agrooment recently entored 
upon botween Austria-Hungary and Ger-

The annual report of the Minister of 
Edueation for the year 1878, respecting the 
Public, Separate and High Schools, and al- 
to the Normal and Model Schools of On: 
tario, has been received, As usual, it 
containes a vast amount of usoful and inter: 
esting information regarding the progrosy 
of education in this Province, 

The amount apportioned from the Le- 
gislative Grant was $258,599, in addition 
to $15,756 from tho same source for the 
purchase of maps, apparatus, prize and 
library books, Tho amount from County 
Municipal Assessment was $872,354. From 
Trustees’ School Assessment, $1,405.680. 
From Clorgy Resorye monoys, and from 
other sources, applied to school purposes, 
$694,984, ‘Total receipts for all Pablie 
School purposes for the year 1878, $8,247,- 
621—~a decronse of $175,863. This decrease 
is owing to less school houses being built, 
as the demand is well supplied.

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_IRON SMELTING. 


Senator Flint is anxious that something 
should be done to save the assumed 
reputation of the N, P. in this locality. Our 
criticisms of the utterances of the trio of 
Ministers who lately visited the mines in 
North Hastings, evidently had some force 
with the venerable Senator,for he forthwith 
| hunted up a Mr. McCorqnodale, who is in- 
| {erested in iron smelting near Quebeo, and 
jnterviewed him on the qnostion of haying 
| the works removed to Belleville. 

We give Senator Flint crodit for his en- 
torpriso and laudable dosire to benofit the 
| city ; but we do: not supposo that, even 
should the project he moots succeed, he 
ee pretend to claim itas an evidence of 
the “benefit”’ conferred upon us by the N.P, 
| Mr. McOorquodale proposes that a com- 
| pany be formed hére which will pay $80,- 
000 down, and $80,000 more on’ tlie com- 
| pletion of the furnaces ready for work. The 
‘oprietors offer to take’the balanco of the 
| stock. So, itis the $60,000 that would

If the ore is not 
smelted here, it will be carriod to American 
ports, and come back in the form of manu- 
| factured iron, And, what we do in this re 
spect, must be done quickly, 

There may be enterprise enough to do 
| almost anything, but thero is no capital,and 

without capital enterprise, however wol, 
| directed, ishampered. Unless some ono 

with monoy can bo porsuaded to ombark in 
the business, there docs not appear to be 
rauch prospect of tho establishment of 
smelting works here, 

DIVISION COURTS, 

The Toronto @lole has an arliclo on Di- 
vition Court Reform, which wo hope may 
be taken to foreshadow the views of the 
Government. It rightly stigmatiaes the 
hollow fiction that, in Canada, there is no 
such thing as imprisonment for debt, whon 
& man can be imprisoned ad infinitum for 
contempt of Court—said “contempt” con- 
sisting in neglecting» or omiting to pay a 
debt or instalments of a debt when ordered 
by a judge.

Anything more #bsurd than imprisoning a 
man because he canpot paya debt it would 
be impossible 10 conceive; abd if thé provis- 
ion# respecting judgment ‘debtors in the 
“Division Courts AcV’ are ordinarily made a 
cover for résovtiny to such a course, they 
cannot be too soon modified or repealed,  *

Tospector Lingmuir, in his annual re: 
port, sp2aks a3 followsfof our jail :

Total cost of m sintaining Gaol $2,393.05 


Statutory inspections of this gaol were 
made on tho 18th Febraary and 10th 
April. 

At the time of tho first vivit,the gaol was 
generally in good order, except that the 
floors in one of the corridors and the 
kitchen were very dilapidated. I recom- 
mended that thoy should be relaid with 
hardwood. 

The stock of bedding and clothing was 
reported to be sufficient, but an additional 
supply of boots was required. ‘The Shoriff 
wasinatruoted‘to obtain tho sanction of the 
Council to make up the deficiency. 

The books of record were oxamined and 
found to be fairly well kept. A decreaso 
in the number of commitments, as compar- 
ed with the previous year, was shown. As 
a dietary book was required, I forwarded 
one of a proper pattern. 

There were 16 privoners in confinement 
of whom 1¢ were mon and 5 women. Of 
the former, 2 were wailing trial for rather 
serious offences, 1 was under sentence to a 
yoar's iniprisonment in the Central Prison, 
and the rest were under sentence for va— 
Srancy and drunkenness, Tho women 
were all under sentence for yagrancy and 
prostitution, expect ono, certified to be 
idiotic, and waiting removal to an asylum. 
One of the women under sentence also ap- 
poared to be of unsound mind, 

The fomalos were working in the laun- 
dry, but the males were quite idle, Author- 
ity was granted to employ the latter at 
extra-mural labor on the understanding 
that tho terms sot forth in the “Supple- 
mentary Gaol Regulations” should be ad- 
hered to. 

At my secon! inspoction, I found all 
parts of tho gaol io thoir usual excellent 
condition of order and cleanliness, ‘The 
attention of the Vounty Council wag again 
called to the defects referred to in tho ro. 
port of my previous visit. 

Tho gaoler was desired to haye the yara 
cleaned up and put in order.

To tho Editor of the Oxranio. 


The annual return of tue-fisheries in the 
Bay of Quinte Division for the year 1879, 
shows an estimated commercial yaluo of 
$23,876, some $10,090 less than the pre- 
ceeding year, owins, uaquestionably,to the + 
various and varied changes of the wc ther, 
acting upon tho water, as well as the at- 
mosphere, thus shortoning tho fishing season 
to about 12days. Had the fishing season 
been as longthy as that of former years, the 
catch would haye been oqual if not exceed- 
ing that of former seasons. T’rom 183) to 
1879, during which I have boon Overseer, 
the commercial valno of the yoarly catoh of 
fish has increased about three hundred per 
cent, and that ofa superior quality. This 
increase shows that the value of tho fish- 
eries in this Division is becoming of con- 
siderable commorcial note.

AMENDMENTS TO THE MUNICIPAL ACT, 


Mr. Galvin’s Bill came up for its second 
reading but at the reqnest of the Attorney- 
General jt was allowed to stand for a time, 
Its object is to proyide a better means for 
securing a remedy against injustice in the 
equalization of township assessments than 
the present law provides, According to 
his statement—and if was confirmed by 
Mr. Deroche—the majority of the County 
Council of Frontenac is made up of reeves from 
the back townships, who insist of valuing at 
too high a figure the townships in front. For- 
merly the appeal against unjust equalization 
lay to the County Judge alone, but by fa recent 
enactment the sheriff was associated with him. 
Mr. Calvin proposes to substitute for this tri- 
banal one made up of three County Judges, 
one of whom is to belong to the county inter- 
ested, and the others, except where there isa 
Sunior Judge, to two neighbouring counties.

Mr. Langmuir’s excellent report of the 
Asyluma, Prisong and Charitable Iustitu- 
tions of Ontario contains so much, we have’ 
to‘content ourselves with random references, 
‘The five Asyluma for tho Insane, situated 
in Toronto, London, Hamilton, Kingston, 
and’ Orillia, now afford accommodation for 
2,692 patients,and at the close ef the official 
year there wore 2,825 in residence. Hence 
there Were 867 vacancies for tlio insane in 
the Asylums of the Proyinee, en 80th Sept. 
last, These vacancies wore confined to 
London and Hamilton Asylums, Every 
bed in thé rémaining three were occupied:
